Trustee  for  three  years,  a  Town  Treasurer,  an  Auditor, 
one  or  more  Highway  Agents  and  all  other  necessary 
Town  Officers  and  Agents  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  2  To  hear  the  reports  of  officers  and 
agents  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

Article  3  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  town  officers'  salaries 
and  expenses,  for  the  repair,  maintenance  and  con- 
struction of  highways  and  bridges,  for  the  support  of 
the  town  library,  for  the  support  of  the  town  poor,  for 
the  observance  of  Memorial  and  Old  Home  Day,  and 
for  all  other  necessary  town  charges  and  expenses  for 
the  ensuing  year.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  the  Bath  Town: 

School  District: 

I  herewith  present  my  fourth  annual  report  as  su- 
perintendent of  schools. 

During  the  year  1932-1933  the  total  enrollment 
was  82;  the  per  cent  of  attendance,  93.90;  pupils  not 
present  or  tardy,  8 ;  cases  of  tardiness,  51 ;  school  visits 
by  board  members,  22 ;  by  superintendent,  96 ;  by  citi- 
zens, 195.  In  addition  to  those  in  the  town  schools,  the 
district  paid  tuition  for  13  elementary  and  32  high 
school  pupils  who  attended  schools  outside. 

The  roll  of  honor  for  perfect  attendance  during  the 
year  contains  the  following  names :  Etta  Hooker,  Gol- 
die  Hooker,  Wendell  Campbell,  Carroll  Foster,  Irvena 
Silver,  Barbara  Church,  Frank  Robie,  Tracy  Robie. 

In  June  six  pupils  were  promoted  from  the  eighth 
grade  to  the  high  school:  Alice  Chamberlin,  Phoebe 
Ricker,  Irvena  Silver,  Paul  Stimson,  Henry  Welch. 

So  far  this  year  the  enrollment  has  been  71 ;  the 
pupils  attending  schools  outside  of  the  district,  ele- 
mentary, 12;  high  school,  26.  The  teachers  and  the 
number  of  pupils  are  as  follows:  Mrs.  Elizabeth  G. 
Hooker,  Swiftwater,  27;  Thurley  N.  Page,  Nutter,  14; 
Doris  M.  Stimson,  Pettyboro,  13;  Edith  M.  Stevens, 
Carbee,  17. 

Due  to  the  policy  of  doing  some  repairing  every 
year,  the  buildings  are  in  fairly  sound  condition.  The 
principal  thing  needed  at  present  is  some  wall  board 
for  the  Nutter  and  Pettyboro  schools.  Certain  spots, 
where  the  plaster  is  loose,  are  unsightly  and  allow  heat 
to  be  wasted. 

The  work  in  the  schools  seems  to  be  progressing 
in  a  satisfactory  manner.  When  the  standard  tests 
were  given  last  spring,  the  pupils  of  the  Bath  schools 
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made  good,  records.  Of  the  eighty-two  pupils  of  this 
supervisory  union  taking  the  eighth  grade  test,  a  boy 
in  the  Pettyboro  school  made  the  highest  score. 

The  School  Board  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity 
for  thanking  Mr.  William  Southard  for  his  present  of 
an  organ  to  the  Swiftwater  school.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  the  Bath  Union 
High  School  District: 

I  herewith  present  my  fourth  annual  report  as 
superintendent  of  schools. 

During  the  year  1932-1933  the  enrollment  in  the 
elementary  grades  was  53,  in  the  high  school  37  mak- 
ing a  total  of  90.  Of  these,  8  were  elementary  and  23 
were  high  school  non-resident,  tuition  paying  pupils. 
The  percent  of  attendance  was  92.10;  cases  of  tardi- 
ness, 106;  school  visits  by  members  of  the  board,  9; 
by  the  superintendent,  126 ;  by  citizens,  138. 

The  roll  of  honor  for  perfect  attendance  during 
the  year  contains  the  following  names :  Angus  Camp- 
bell, Mildred  Johnson,  Ruth  Wilson. 

In  June  two  pupils  were  promoted  from  the  eighth 
grade  to  the  high  school :  Helen  Chase  and  Robert  Es- 
tes.  At  the  high  school  graduating  exercises  diplomas 
were  presented  to  Angus  B.  Campbell,  Alton  J.  Camp- 
bell, Josephine  E.  Chase,  Eleanor  I.  Cox,  Bessie  A. 
Lewis,  Ida  M.  Moulton,  and  Roscoe  A.  Young. 

So  far  this  year  the  enrollment  has  been  82,  the 
high  school  having  28  and  the  grades,  54.  The  teachers 
are  the  same  as  last  year:  Ernest  0.  Pederson,  Head- 
master ;  Mrs.  Ellen  S.  Chase,  high  school ;  Meredith  E. 
Sisco,  grades  5-8 ;  Margaret  Powers,  grades  1-4 ;  Lottie 
M.  B.  Underhill,  school  nurse. 

There  are  a  few  repairs  which  it  would  be  advan- 
tageous to  make  as  soon  as  possible.  The  boys'  toilets 
need  cement  floors  and  one  of  the  wooden  return  air 
flues  needs  patching.  The  work  in  chemistry  is  some- 
what handicapped  by  lack  of  equipment.    A  long  table 
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fitted  with  water  taps  and  a  drainage  trough  would  be  a 
great  help.  Local  carpenters  and  plumbers  could  build 
this  table  at  a  reasonable  cost. 

Mr.  Pederson's  report  which  follows  this  one  tells 
of  the  work  and  general  activities  of  the  high  school.

REPORT  OF  THE  HEADMASTER 


To  Superintendent  Edward  A.  Janes: 

I  herewith  submit  my  third  annual  report  as 
Headmaster  of  the  Bath  High  School. 

School  opened  September  5  with  a  total  enrollment 
of  28,  15  boys  and  13  girls.  There  has  been  one  trans- 
fer, thus  making  a  total  of  27  pupils  now  enrolled.  The 
total  registration  by  classes  is  as  follows:  Seniors,  3 
girls  and  4  boys;  juniors,  5  girls  and  5  boys;  sopho- 
mores, 3  girls  and  3  boys ;  freshmen,  2  girls  and  3  boys. 

The  total  number  of  tuition  pupils  registered  for 
1933-1934  is  14,  12  from  Swiftwater  and  2  from  Bath 
Town.  There  are  5  less  tuition  pupils  than  the  number 
registered  as  tuition  pupils  for  1932-1933. 

Organization 

The  organization  of  the  program  has  been  slightly 
changed  for  the  year  1933-1934.  The  conventional  plan 
of  having  four  40-minute  periods  in  the  afternoon  ses- 
sion has  been  replaced  by  a  new  plan  which  provides 
for  two  periods  of  60  minutes  and  one  of  30  minutes. 
This  new  plan  attempts  to  officialize  the  unofficial  cur- 
riculum. It  provides  a  period  each  day  for  activities 
wherein  pupils  are  freed1  from  other  school  obligations, 
unless  they  require  drill  on  the  fundamentals^  to  work 
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on  subjects  in  which  they  are  especially  interested,  for 
example,  working  on  some  phase  of  extra  curricula 
work  such  as  the  production  of  one-act  plays.     This 
period  is  called  the  Student  Activities  period. 
Assemblies 

The  student  activities  period  is  occasionally  used 
for  general  assembly  periods.  The  programs  for  some 
of  the  assemblies  have  been  made  up  of  talks  by  busi- 
ness and  professional  men.  An  idea  as  to  the  type  of 
program  follows:  Mr.  Edgar  Clement,  2  reels  of  mo- 
tion pictures  on  The  World's  Fair  at  Chicago  and  one 
reel  on  the  Inauguration  of  President  Roosevelt;  Mr. 
Trusdale,  talk  on  Beekeeping.  Tentative  arrangements 
have  been  made  for  talks  by  Professor  Stearns  Morse 
of  Dartmouth  college  on  Russia ;  Mr.  Amos  T.  Blandin 
some  subject  in  connection  with  Economics;  Reverend 
Ben  M.  Smith  on  Character;  Mr.  Stanley  Johnson  on 
Education. 

The  newly  organized  Student  Council  meets  on 
Tuesdays  twice  a  month.  The  student  body  is  divided 
into  a  Senate  and  a  House  of  Representatives.  The 
Senate  consists  of  the  class  presidents  and  vice  presi- 
dents. The  House  of  Representatives  is  made  up  of  all 
other  members  of  the  High  School.  All  bills  are  sub- 
ject to  veto  by  the  faculty.  The  council  has  a  treasurer 
appointed  by  the  faculty.  The  treasurer  attends  to  the 
clerical  duties  of  school  finances.  Regular  reports  are 
made  on  all  school  business  transactions.  This  method 
of  student  control  is  popular  with  students  and  has 
proved  to  be  very  satisfactory.  It  eliminates  the  old 
Athletic  Association. 

Music 

We  have  finally  organized  a  Glee  Club  under  the 
capable  supervision  of  Miss  Margaret  Powers,  assisted 
by  Miss  Una  Dearth.  We  have  high  hopes  of  obtain- 
ing a  suitable  piano,  the  Club's  greatest  need. 
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Repairs  and  Improvements  to  School  Plant  and  Grounds 

Besides  the  usual  routine  work,  several  needed 
repairs  have  been  made  in  our  building  this  year.  Last 
August  the  room  upstairs  was  repainted  a  lighter 
shade.  A  section  of  the  basement  has  been  partitioned 
off  by  screening  to  prevent  children  from  getting  near 
the  furnaces.  The  driveway  to  the  school  was  im- 
proved greatly  by  the  addition  of  gravel  last  fall. 
Drinking  fountains  have  been  added  to  the  plant. 
These  are  greatly  appreciated  improvements. 

The  floor  of  the  boys'  toilet  has  become  weakened 
by  the  decay  of  the  floor  itself  and  some  of  the  support- 
ing timbers.  I  recommend  a  concrete  floor  to  replace 
the  present  one.  I  recommend  also  more  satisfactory 
washing  facilities  in  both  the  girls'  and  boys'  base- 
ments. A  large  percentage  of  the  pupils  take  their 
dinners  and  the  present  facilities  for  washing  before 
eating  are  very  poor  indeed.  I  recommend  that  only 
one  drinking  fountain  be  kept  in  the  school  and  that 
this  be  placed  in  the  corridor. 

The  fact  that  rooms  have  been  kept  warm  in  un- 
usually cold  weather  deserves  favorable  comment. 

Athletics 

The  present  basketball  season  is  still  under  way. 
The  boys'  team  remains  undefeated  after  playing  eight 
games.  The  teamwork  and  spirit  of  both  the  boys'  and 
girls'  team  is  very  commendable. 

The  interest  shown  in  winter  sports  has  continued 
to  increase  with  the  result  that  the  school  is  repre- 
sented by  a  wintersports  team  at  the  Woodsville, 
Whitefield,  and  Littleton  Winter  Carnivals. 

New  outdoor  backboards  for  basketball  and  new 
screens  for  the  windows  of  the  Town  Hall  were  made 
last  fall  by  students. 
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Social  Functions 

The  Blue  Bag,  a  3-act  comedy  drama  under  the 
direction  of  Mrs.  Pederson  was  staged  last  spring.  The 
Road  Back,  also  a  3-act  comedy  coached  by  Mrs.  Peder- 
son, was  presented  last  fall. 

The  school  has  given  two  socials,  the  second  of 
which  was  held  at  Hallowe'en. 

Comments 

I  thank  the  parents  and  interested  citizens  of  Bath 
for  being  so  cooperative  with  teachers  during  the  past 
year. 

The  Bath  Union  Spirit,  the  school's  year  book  will 
be  published  in  the  spring. 

Two  members  of  the  student  body  have  entered 
the  League  of  Nations  Contest,  a  nation-wide  contest, 
the  winner  of  which  will  be  sent  to  Europe,  expenses 
paid. 

The  Juniors  and  Seniors  have  entered  the  one-act 
play  contest  of  the  state.  This  project  is  under  the 
efficient  supervision  of  Mrs.  Chase. 

One  member  of  the  school  is  entered  in  a  state 
prize  speaking  contest. 

Last  spring  the  Biology  class  planted  1000  pine 
trees  on  the  incline  confronting  the  school.  This  is  an 
improvement  which  can  only  be  appreciated  fully  in 
later  years. 

An  attempt  to  give  the  pupils  an  understanding  of 
the  present  world  conditions  has  been  stressed  this 
year. 

There  is  evidence  of  an  unusually  good  spirit  in 
the  student  body. 

I  thank  the  school  board  and  our  superintendent, 
Mr.  Janes,  for  their  support  and  cooperation  in  all 
school  matters.
